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INTRODUCTION 


1850, 1860, 1870 and 1880, census enumerators were directed to secure, in 
lition to the usual required census data, information as to all persons 

ing within the twelve months preceding the taking of the census. These 

sts, which were filed in Washington, became known as the "Mortality Schedules". 


ase schedules contain valuable information for genealogists and historians, 
they antedate the establishment of vital records in the majority of the 
ates, certainly in Arkansas. They report 13 percent of all deaths during a 
year period, and that 31-year period is just when those born in the 1790- 
10 decades were completing the normal lifespan. 


he ABC's of American Genealogical Research" by E. Kay Kirkham, published 
1955, states that a number of years ago, when the mortality schedules had 
rved their purpose and the matter of their destruction as useless papers 
ose, the Daughters of the American Revolution requested them. After consid- 
ation by the appropriate committees of Congress, the Director of the Census 
authorized to return each schedule to the state concerned by presentation 
| the State Library, Archives, or similar department, or to a recognized 
storical society of the state, at the request of such state agency or 
storical society, or in the absence of such request, to give them to the 
ughters of the American Revolution in Washington. 


; that time the schedules for Arkansas were requested and were given to Hendrix 
jllege, at Conway, Arkansas. 


1 1966, the compilers contacted officials at Hendrix College in an attempt to 
jXtain copies of these "mortality schedules" only to learn that the originals 

ad been given by the Hendrix College Library in 1955 to the University of 
rkansas at Fayetteville, where they have been bound in approximately 25 volumes 
hese reports were microfilmed prior to being sent to Fayetteville by the Office 
f the Secretary of State, in Little Rock, Arkansas, who has the negative micro- 
ilm. There is a positive copy of this film on file at the Arkansas History 
ommission in Little Rock, and to our knowledge, these are the only available 
opies of the mortality schedules for Arkansas. 


he following information was taken from the 1850 "Mortality Schedule" for 
rkansas. It was reported by the families as they were enumerated during the 
aking of the census and is designated as "All deaths occurring in the family 
ithin the past 12 months."

In this alphabetized record, the surname of the individual 
is listed first. All persons are white unless otherwise 
indicated by an (S) fo' lowing the name, indicating slave or 
(Mu) indicating mulatto slave. Because of limited historical 
and genealogical value, slaves were omitted from this report 
when only the given name was listed, with no identifying 
information. 


The age of the deceased 1s given 1n years, unless an 
infant of less than one year, which is given In months; 
or less than one month, in days 


In this report, the usual abbreviation of "f" has been 
used for female and "m" for male. 


An "M" or "W" in the 4th column indicates the individual 
was married or widowed. 


Place of birth. In most instances, only the state of 
birth is given. In the few instances where the county 
was listed, this information has been included. 


The month in which the death occurred. 


The disease and cause of death have been recorded as nearly 
as possible as they were written in the original schedule. 
No effort has been made to correct speli^ng or to define 
any of the diseases. 


The length of time the individual was “11 is generally 
given in days or as "chronic", "sudden", etc. 


The county in which the death was reported. This will not 
necessarily mean the county in which the death occurred, 
but the county in which the family lived at the time they 
were ennumerated in the census. In order to conserve space 
in this coiumn, county names are abbreviated as follows:

The 
Arkansas River rises through the entire length of our 
county giving it perhaps the largest quantity of bottom 
lands of anyother county on the river.

Prairie Township: In order to exhibit topographical precision, we may 
note several divisions. Ist. The mountainous portions 
are not so productive, being covered chiefly with 
fossicolous and silicous pebble. The grape vine and 
fruit tree flourish abundantly. 2nd. The prairie lands 
are the principal agricultural portions of the township. 


Hilburn Township: 
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They abound in small prairies circumviraned with tim- 
bers constituting beautiful small farms, with every 
facility of water, timber and stock range. The soil 
is highly productive, easily arable and well adapted 
to the growth of wheat, corn, potatoes and the like. 
This township in order to make topographical distinc- 
tion may be better mapped by subdivision. Ist. The 
mountainous portions, being irrodations of the Boston 
Mountains, are deeply broken, precipitous and craggy. 
Upon the tabled area of the mountain top however, we 
occasionally find a section of excellent land, well 
adapted to the growth of the vine and fruit trees of 
every description. 2nd. The bottoms, or uplands, are 
of excellent quality yielding wheat, corn and afford- 
ing every facility of water, timber and the like. 3rd. 
The bottom lands which lie on the White River afford 
a deep rich alluvial soil, yielding wheat, corn and 
the like. Many facilities for stock raising and 
farming on a moderate scale are available in this 
township. Diseases - miasmatic, scarlet fever has 
been observed.

are to be met with in the most healthy and salubrious 
regions on earth. The weak I am persuaded died of 
neglect. The last but confirms the impression I have 
for a long time entertained that our climate is as 
salubrious and our country as healthy as any in the 
world. *The murders have nothing to do with the health 
of this country - they grew out of a feud of long stand- 
ing. 


The whole of Mississippi Co. is composed of light allu- 
vial soil of which 49 out of every 50 acres are over- 
flown from the Mississippi River every year, leaving 

a large number of lakes covering from 100 to 5,000 
acres which gradually drying causes the inhabitants 

to be more subject to chills and fevers than all other 
diseases put together.

There are two causes which are calculated to make this 
township unhealthy; the first, at least two-thirds of 
the township is liable to almost annual overflow and 
the next the description of water used, it being 
generally from the St. Francis River which in character 
is very unpleasant. 

The greater part of Big Creek Township is what might 
be termed first rate upland and is generally high and 
dry. The water is generally from wells. 

It will be seen that the scarlet fever prevailed to 
some extent in the town of Helena within the year 
ending June 1, 1850. The character of the soil is 
immediately in the town near the river, Miss. bottom 
but within half mile of the river rich clay hills set 
in. The timber in these hills is principally oak,ash 
beach, etc. Water used is Miss. River,cistern and wells.

The County 
of Ouachita is a well watered and healthy county off 
the river and large bayous, and is as productive as 
any upland county in the same latitude, producing 
cotton, corn, oats, sweet potatoes and peas remark- 
ably well, and the county is settled by a population 
of remarkable for industry, sobriety, morality and 
hospitality.

As will be seen the cholera killed a number of Negroes. 
It was thought that many of those who died could have 
been saved had good management prevailed.

The uplands of this county are generally rocky, very 
healthy, but not productive compared with the river 
bottoms. The bottom, or alluvial land, is unsurpassed 
by any land in the southwest and produces corn and 
cotton in abundance. The timber in the bottoms is 
cottonwood, cypress, black walnut, cherry, hickory, 
elm and dogwood. The growth of the upland is the 
red, black and post oak principally, also hickory 
and dogwood. Very remarkable lead mines have been 
discovered in this county and partially worked for 
two years. The ore is originally found and yields 
from 40 to 120 ounces of silver per ton, It cannot 
be said that any regular lead has ever been struck, 
tho more than 200 tons of ore have been raised and 
shipped - that which has been raised 1s what miners 
term "bunch mineral". A main shaft is howver now 
being sunk, which will in the course of another year 
test the value of these mines. The reported discov- 
eries of gold in this state are all "humbug". Iron 
ore of a very fine quality, however, does exist in 
inexhaustible quantities. Coal is also plentiful.
